The announcement has set at rest 


the minds of leading French moral- 
ists and philosophers who had been 
debating if the ending of Tilloloy's 
trials by euthanasia 
would not be

Debate Painless Death. 


Had society any right to demand for 


the sake of a moral precedent, the 
continued Calvary of this modern Job?

We thought, in America where thou­ 
sands of these horses came from, that 
the British army horse led as p re ­ 
carious an existence as the machine 
gunners in the first line of trenches. 
During those firsi months of war, when 
British 
army .agents 
were 
buying 
horses in the United St at r»«, there were 
many who honestly believed the Amer­ 
ican steeds »vould last about one week 
in that inferno of shell fire. 


You should see the American horses 
now being brought <<> Kngland from 
France if you e\er believed the life of 
a horse at the front.was a hundred-to- 
one shot that death would come in the 
form of a Hun shell. By the hundred 
thousand these sleek, well kept, well 
fed quadrupeds tiro being auctioned 
off to eager buyers. 


Many were in France four years; 
jniany were wounded in action, but 
were carefully cared for by the army 
veterinaries and bear today the honesr 
scars of battle as the memento of the 
days when they helped win civiliza­ 
tion's wy r. 


One of the first lots sold went un­ 
der the hammer at Ware's Edgeware 
road repository, about the middle of 
December. 


“Here’s a horse that deserves the 
Victoria Cross’* the auctioneer shouted 
when the first horse, a black gelding, 
was trotted out. “lie’s got two wounds 
to his credit and is still going strong.’* 
The gelding was sold for about $150 
American money. 


Equine Losses Announced. 


Major (ionornl Sir W. II. Blrkbeck. 
director of remounts in the British 
army, has just announced the losses 
among the British war horses during 
the entire period of the war. 


“During the last four months of 
1 0 1 4 ,General IMrkbeck declared, “llie 
armies in France lost 1*} per cent of 
their horses, or about 
per cent a 
month. That period Included the re­ 
treat from Mons, the fir^t battle of the 
Marne, and iiu* first battle of Ypres. 


“In tlie following year the losses were 
fourteen and a half per rent for the 
whole twelve months. 
In 1017 tin* 
losses rose to 2S per cent, 10 per cent 
of which took place during the last 
three month.s of the year, the balance 
of tho losses being eh icily owing to 
the heavy fighting a f Yim> 
Kidge, 
Passehendale, and the beginning of 
night bombing.” 


During the last year of war com­ 
paratively few horses were lost ; two 
and a half per cent being the official 
estimate. Among the British commer­ 
cial firms something like* 20 per cent 
of the horses are always either sick or 
resting, as m annual average, while 
the ollicial British arm> reports re­ 
veal the fact that in France, due to 
the careful attention of the veterin­ 
aries, the usual average was a bit 
more than twelve per cent. 


Whether Ai.iorlca can profitably fol­ 
low the accepted British system ol 
demobilizing .trmj horses js a grave 
question. With the present shortage in 
ships and the pressing needs of Ku* 
ropeau peoples for foodstufi' together

After’this the pilots were per­ 
mitted to go through the village, and 
by way of courtesy tho chief was ask­ 
ed by means of signs to take a ride 
In one of the alrplants, which invita­ 
tion was not accepted.”

Secretary in the Cabinet 


By G. E. VINCENT, Prcs’t Rpckcfcllcr Foundation 


National control of public health matters in this country through a 
federal department of health, »with a secretary of health in the president’s 
cabinet—yes, by all means. 
Without federal organization of our public 
health agencies \ve are in danger of losing much of our gain from the war. 
For the foundation 1 may say that it would welcome such a department, 
and would be very glad to co-operate with it in every way. 


The development of thoroughgoing team play among the American 
voluntary public health agencies, in close co-operation with ihe federal 
and state authorities and with the education of the public, ought to lead 
inevitably to the establishment in Washington of a national department 
of public health, which, without imposing its authority unduly upon 
states and communities, would, through its research activities and its 
comprehensive program, guide all the forces of public health throughout 


the nation. 


Twenty-eight associations exist for the sole purpose of promoting 
some phase of public health. 
Twenty-nine others, whose primary func­ 
tion falls in a diilerent field, devote a part of their energies and funds to 
work in preventive medicine. It is substantially true to say that they go 
their own ways, pursue their own methods, collect their own funds and 
appraise their own accomplishments.

Paris.—Blind, deaf and with both 
Arms amputated as the result of in­ 
juries received in action during the 
war. the young French veteran.

He was taken to his own home, in 
the little hamlet of Canaples, Depart­ 
ment of the Somme, and placed un­ 
der care of his mother and two sis­ 
ters. 


A primitive system of taps on his 
body for “yes” and “no” constituted 
bis only means of receiving messages.

Jeanne became a daily visitor, taking < 
her turn at sitting beside him and 
tending his needs. 
She identified her­ 
self by three short taps.

He concealed all affection, fearing 
that out of sympathy she would sac­ 
rifice herself to bring him* a ray of 
happiness, and for three years she 
continued her tender ministrations. 
Finally Tilloloy said to his mother: 
“Jeanne must care for me, or ’she 
could not be so faithful. 
Do you be­ 
lieve she loves me?” 


The answering tap was In the af­ 
firmative. Upon his sweetheart’s next 
visit Tilloloy put the question: 
“Jeanne, will you marry me?” 
A resolute tap and the folding of a 
pair of arms about the blind man’s 
mutilated body turned his fears of a 
lifetime of solitary

Jacob Goldberg, of the Fnir Cloth­ 
ing stot>3> and his brother, A. Gold­ 
berg, of the Leader Store, Hanover, 
have been otx the look-out for the pasv 
few weeks for a farmer who gave hi« 
namo asl,M. H. Moul** and who, sever* 
Mil weeks ago bought a small bill of 
goods at each of the two clothing 
stores conductcd 
by 
the 
Goldberg 
bro'thrs, presented a check to each 
of the merchants and recoived in re­ 
turn his goods and a sum of change 
considerably larger than the amouni 
of the purchases. Moul then conven­ 
iently and completely disappeared. 


Tho checks, when presented for pay­ 
ment aU the People's bank . Hanover 
were found to be bogus and an inves­ 
tigation has reveaJed no clues either 
as to Moul. who passed tho checks,

Reed Found In 


Soviet Russia 


Communist 
Long 
Sought 
on 
Charge of Conspiring Against 
United States. 


MAKES ESCAPE VIA NORWAY 


Lenlne Welcomes Him as Envoy From 
United States Communist Party— 
Lived in Kremlin as Quest 
of Authorities. 


Washington.—John 
Reed, 
close 
friend of Lenine and TrotzUy, who is 
under indictment in Chicago for al­ 
leged 
conspiracy to overthrow the 
United States government, arrived in 
soviet Russia by way of Finland last 
December, it is learned. 
Since his in­ 
dictment recently federal and Illinois 
state agents have been searching for 
Reed all over the United States. 


On being told of Reed’s presence in 
Russia—it Is not known yet whether 
lie has left there—the state depart; 
«fnofit was interested to learn the chan* 
nel through which he obtained a pass­ 
port. The department is informed that 
he shipped as a sailor from an Ameri­ 
can port to Norway. 
From there he 
traveled on foot to Stockholm. There 
¥ 
slowed 
himself 
away, 
or 
was 
stowed away, on a vessel about to sail 
for Helsingfors. 


The adventurous Mr. Reed narrow­ 
ly escaped arrest in Helsingfors, but, 
disguising himself as a Russian peas­ 
ant, he crossed the frontier into Rus­ 
sia. 
He was received in Moscow as 
the oflicial envoy of the American 
Communist party, and as such at­ 
tended the meetings of the third In­ 
ternationale, and made a speech at the 
All-Russian Soviet convention in the 
middle of December. 


Lived at the Kremlin. 


In Moscow Mr. Reed lived at the 
Kremlin as the guest of the people’s 
commissars. 


He was in constant’ communication 
wjith Lenine and Trotzky, it is stated, 


and visited the Red army at the front. 


Mr. Reed was in Moscow until the 
middle of January. 
Of that the state 
department Is quite certain. 
His re­ 
ception in Russia was the warmer be­ 
cause two years ago Trofzky appoint­ 
ed him bolshevist consul general at 
New York. 
Mr. Reed never assumed 
that oflice, for, as it turned out, The 
appointment''was made to facilitate 
his return to the United States. 


It would seem that Heed antici­ 
pated that he would be indicted and so 
sought more hospitable shores. In the 
course of the widespread search for 
him as a fugitive from justice a man 
suspected of being Reed was arrested 
near Poughkeepsie, N. Y.

Rapidiy Depleting the Population 
—Cold, Hunger and Despair 
Are Lot of the Living.

Ran Francisco.—Stones, 
flat 
smooth ones, with holes drilled 
In the center, constitute the form

Helsingfors.—Reports of serious liv­ 
ing conditions at Petrograd have been 
received by Prof. Hermann Zeidler of 
Viborg, showing that typhus, cholera 
and* influenza are taking a heavy toll 
of the depleted population. 


Up to January 15 deaths In Petro­ 
grad were reaching a total of 3,000 a 
day. 
The coffin factories could turn 
out only 1,000 cofllns daily, and most 
of the bodies were being carried into 
the country on sleds and left in the 
snow. 


Many bodies were being dropped 
through the ice in the Itlvur Neva. Fu­ 
nerals were prohibited owing to the 
scarcity of horses and because of the 
depressing effect of funeral proces­ 
sions. 


Stagnant Broken Sewers. 


“Living conditions are intolerable," 
Professor Zeidler said. 
“It costs 30#- 
000 Lenine rubles a day for food alone, 
Petrograd at night is without light 
and there is very little drinking water. 
Houses are flooded by thu bursting of 
frozen pipes. The sewers are stopped 
and banitary conditions are deplora­ 
ble. 


“A month ago the number of typhus 
cases was 300 a day and steadily in­ 
creasing. 
Hospital conditions are in- 


describably bad. There is no bed linen, 
no medicines, no soap and no- disin­ 
fectants, the last of the supply of sub­ 
limate having given out Jamiuiry 1, 
when 35 disinfecting stations were 
closed. 


“The people have given up hope and 
they do not wish to live. They make 
grim jokes among themselves as to 
how much longer they will hoMD out." 


Conditions among the soviet peas­ 
antry, cost of living and1 scenes at 
Moscow and the other soviet centers 
are given by the staff correspondent of 
the Amsterdam Ilandelsblad, <3. Ny- 
pels, just back from an extended tour 
through soviet Russia. 


“At the uailway station in Smo­ 
lensk,” 
the 
correspondent 
writes, 
“there is a long row of stalls in which 
people sit behind little barred win­ 
dows and sell all sorts of merchandise. 


“I noticed the prices. One pound of 
salted meat was 320' rubles; a pound 
of black *bread, 100 rubles; a little 
piece of potato cake, 40 rubles. A lit­ 
tle water glass full of makhorka (to? 
bacco root) was 100 rabies. 


“On the station platform one sees 
the soldiers lying about amidst the 
dirt which covers the ground. 
They 
roll their cigarettes with bits of pa­ 
per torn from newspapers, and wait 
patiently for what will happen next. 


“By the side of a big cash register 
stands a barmaid selling salted meat, 
cake 
and 
pastry 
to 
the 
smartly 
dressed men gathered about her. The 
poor devils lying on the ground do not 
even notice it, for they know very well 
that in the new state there are rich 
men and poor men just as before.”

When Airmen "dropped In" to 
Tiieir Village. 


Army aviaiors stationed nt Franco 
fleld, near 'Cristobal^ In thô Panama 
canal zone, are required to do much 
of their flying over water and along the 
coast. 
Ilecently 
two pilots made 
a 
flipht to the Gulf of St. Bias, which Is 
situated on the Atlantic coast about 
one hundred miles west of France field. 
The mainland and small islands in the 
gulf are inhabited by Indians, who are 
very unfriendly. 


Due to the overheating of a motor 
one of the pilots was cmnpelled to de- 
scend, and landed on one of the most 
populous of the islands. 
His compan- 
ion in the second airplane followed 
him. 
Consternation reigned among the 
natives when the two airplanes "tax- 
ied** up to the dugout village and came 
to n halt. 
AVhat followed Is described 
In the bulletin of the air service which 
contains an ofiicial report of the trip: 


"It is doubtful who was the most 
fearful on this occasion, for when the 
begoiZKled pilots alighted from 
their 
niachines the entire population of the 
Island was lined up, armed to the teeth. 
The chief of the village very reluct- 
antly took his place at the head of this 
apirregation and with a machete In his 
hand greeted the visitors with a scowl. 


"One of the pilots was a new ayrival 
la Panama and unfamiliar with stories 
about the unfriendliness of the Indians. 
As soon as ho stepped on the beach he 
rushed up and greeted the chief In a 
very effusive manner, and fortunately 
his friendly smile was properly inter- 
preted. 
AfterMhis the pilots were per- 
mitted to go thro\igh the village, and 
by way of courto.sy the chief was ask- 
ed by means of signs to take a ride 
in one of the alri»lants, which invita- 
tion was not accepted." 


Tlie pilots tried to take pictures of 
the Indians, but the appearance of the 
camera aroused such hostility that they 
finally 
gave up the attempt 
Before 
leaving the village the chief and a few 
of the young men were induced 
to 
smoke cigarettes which the aviators 
produced.

These leu million women are the members of the 


Genera' Federation of AVomen's clubs, with state, district and local organ 
ization-, and of the National Council of Women, which includes 2i) 
national organizations. 
The interests of these organizations center in 
the chi:d. 


"Wc believe that the United States School (Jarden Army now being 
condmted by the federal bureau of education should be» continued. 
The 
cliildrca need the help and inspiration that only the federal government 
can give. 


W e know that the school-supervised gardens of li)18 were a distinct 
success from a practical and food-producing viewpoint and that they paid. 
One and a half million boys and girls had school or home gardens. 
Food 
produced amounted to at least'$10,000,000. 


W 
believe that gardening for children is a school subject, that it 
must he handled by the schools and that it must be made a regular part 
of the school course. 
We believe that practical knowledge of gardening 
ranks in importance with reading, writing and arithmetic in the devel- 
opment of the child. 
We believe that in learning to produce food from 
the soil the child acquires a mental and moral growth of far greater value 
than any knowledge which is limited to textbooks. 
It helps fit him for 
intelligent and creative citizenship. 


We believe that supervised gardening, which includes instruction in 
the use of iood, storage and nmrketing, will train a child in thrift'and 
responsibility. 
We know that while the child is at work producing food 
from the soil he will learn the vital life le.sson that he must not be a 
parasite and that honest productive labor of the liands is as honorable 


as that of the head. 


Wc know that gardens supervised through tho smnmer months have 
kept thousands of children off the streets and out of the juvenile courts. 


Three million children in the United States go to school hungry. 
School gardens will help to feed these children. 


We appeal to congress on behalf of ihu ten millior, organized women 
of the United States and on behalf of the ¿chool children of the counti7 
to support the Ignited States School Garden Army. 
The appropriation 
will be an investment in citizenship.

Secretary in the Cabinet

National control of public health matters in this country through a 
federal department of health, .with a ¿secretary of health iu the prebident's 
cabinet—yes. by all means. 
Without federal organization of our public 
health agencies we are in danger of losing much of our gain from the war. 
For the foundation 1 may say that it would welcome such a department, 
and would be very glad to co-operate wub it in every way. 


The development of thoroughgoing team play among the American 
voluntary public health agencies, iu clo^e co-operation with the federal 
and state authorities and with the education of the public, ought to lead 
inevitably to the establii^hment in Washington of a national department 
of publio health, which, without imposing its authority unduly upon 
states and communities, would, through its research activities and its 
comprehensive program, guide all tho forces of public health throughout 
the nation. 


'J'vrenty-ejght associations exist for tho sole purpose of promoting 
6ume phase of public health. 
Twenty-nine others, whose primary func^ 
tion falls in a dill'erent field, devote a part of their energies and funds to 
work in pre%'eutiye medicine. It is substantially true to say that thsy go 
their own ways, pursue their own methods, collect tlieir own fuuds and 
appraise their own accomplishments.

the three senses of sight, touch and 
hearing, able only to taste and smell.

They know that there can be no final solution of our 
economic problems that is not a spiritual solution, based 
on the teachings of Jesus Christ and His Golden Rule. 


They have had the courage to survey the whole task, 
and to ask for a budget large enough to sustain (1) the 
work abroad, (2) the work at home including the church's 
part in the huge task of Americanization, (3) the colleges 
and (4) hospitals supported by the Churches, (5) the reli- 
gious training of the young, and to provide (6) a living 
wage for the Church's ministers. 


The budget is large in the aggregate; yet 
if each person who loves America would 
increase his contribution by only a few 
dollars the whole amount would be 
easily subscribed. 


We face the task of rebuilding the world. 
Let the cornerstone be a strong and vital 
church in every American community; 
and the measuring rod by which the 
builders build must be the Golden Rule.
